The Are had its origin in a furnace 
in the southwest corner of the basement, 
and when discovered the floor immediately 
above the furnace . ras ablate, and volumes 
of smoke were rapidly pouring through the 
stairways, corridors and halls of the build- 
ing. By the tiuie the sleepers were thor- 
oughly aroused the smoke had become suf- 
focating, and all avenues of escape 
were filled with blinding smoke. 
Than a panic ensued, and the 
extremity of cold neces-urily retarded the 
work of the flijcmen, and even if they could 
have reached the scene without delay they 
could Imve been but of little ser\ lot in res- 
cuing the victims. There are no ladders in 
the department, and no provision for the 
deplorable em. rgancy had been made by 
the managers of the institution. The un- 
fortunate inmates wore, therefore, power- 
less to relieve themselves, and those who 
were witnesses to the horrible holocaust 
were powerless to assist them.

PENSIONS, LOTTERIES, AND IMPORTS.

can cattle or swine, or the product of such 
rattle or twine, the President shall, by 
proclamation, prohibit the importation into 
the United States of wines and liquors and 
any other imports of such country as he 
may. in his discretion, designate. This 
prohibition to continue in force until the 
restriction or prohibition of the foreign 
government is amended or removed.
